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Dorchester, from Frome Meadows. Dorchester, the 
capital of Dorsetshire, is an ancient town dating- from 
Roman times. It is in the midst of the Hardy country, and 
is referred to by Thomas Hardy in his works as “ Caster- 
bridge.” Among the features of the town are the avenues 
of elm, chestnut and sycamore trees, which indicate the 
position of the old Roman fortifications. 
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
